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2. Fold the sides up in to a rabbits ear, or make 
the fish base, which ever you prefer. 




7. It should have at least a vague resemblance 
to this, if it does then fold the bottom of the 
model back down. 


6. Swivel fold the sides into the center of the 
model to flare the tail. 



8. If all has gone well it should look like 
this, if it does then go on to the next 
step. 



1 5. Now pull out the trapped layers inside 
of the head to make it larger. 




17. Fold the flaps forward, they are about 
to become wings! 



1 8. Fold the flaps back at a jaunty 
angle for the wings! 



20. Tuck in a little of the breast to 
improve the lines. 






19. These are the finishing touches. 

Fold the back of the head in to the 
body, then sink the top of the head 
and the next spot down in the front 
of the head, the rest of the head can 
be managed just fine with mountain 
folds. 



Finally, we are done!
